There were also free activities 
on offer including a ‘fruit pizza’ 
making session with Cafe 
Route, crafting and a chance to 
get carnival-inspired temporary 


glitter tattoos.

T HE Council has 
agreed an updated 
licensing policy, 
which aims to 
balance the needs of 
residents and those enjoying 
Hackney’s nightlife. 

The policy was 
developed by the Council’s 
Licensing Committee, 
following consultation 
with residents, businesses 
and visitors to the borough 
and extensive evidence 
gathering over a number 
of years. 

It sets out the basic 
hours that a business can 
expect to get a licence 
for, however they may 
be able to open later and 
each application will be 
considered on its own 
merit. It also expands the 
Shoreditch Special Policy 
Area. Existing businesses 
will not be affected. 

Cllr Emma Plouviez, 
Licensing Committee 
Chair, said: “Hackney has 
a fantastic nightlife. Our 
bars, clubs, restaurants 
and theatres are known 
across London and the 
world, and as a Council 
we are proud to champion 
the businesses that make 
such a contribution to 
our borough. 

“However, as it has 
grown, it is becoming 
more and more difficult 
to manage and strike 
a balance between 
supporting our 
late night venues and the 
needs of residents who live 
among them. As a Council 
we want to do both.

“We’re a small borough, 
with high density housing, 
and that brings about 
tensions that are hard to 
manage without guidelines 
in place to help licensees 
and residents alike. 

“We initially consulted 


on an updated policy a 
couple of years ago, but 
decided to go back to the 
drawing board and, in 
preparing this policy, we 
did a huge amount of 
listening, research and 
evidence gathering. 


“In future, the onus will 
be on new applicants to 
demonstrate that they are 
responsible, understand 
the pressures on the area 
and that, by opening later, 
their business will not have 
a negative impact on the 
area. We will help and 
support them to do that. 

“We need to find a way 
to support our nightlife to 
thrive, but we owe it to 
our residents to make 
sure their concerns are 
represented too.”

employment advice, safety 
improvements and health 
advice for our residents. 

“This year’s programme 


has so far supported 83 
organisations. Spread the 
word and let us help you 
thrive, taking your ideas 
and assisting to make 
them happen.”

A BARGAIN 

bookshelf, arty 
antiques and retro 
records are just 
some of the amazing finds 
people could get their 
hands on when Kingsland 
Market reopens this month. 

The market is set to 
re-launch on 28 July and 
will be open every Saturday, 
from 9am to 5pm. 

It originally opened in 
1880 as a ‘waste’ market 
for people to trade their 
unwanted goods, and was 
once the place to go in 
Hackney for spare parts, 
second-hand goods and 
odds and ends. However, 
trading dwindled to only 
one store in 2015. 

In keeping with 138 years 


of tradition, the relaunched 
market is set to once again 
be home to antiques, 
vintage clothing, pre-loved 
items as well as having the 
traditional ‘waste’ traders. 

Harry West, head of the 
Kingsland Market Traders 
Association and trader at 
the market for the past 43 
years, said: “It’s taken a lot 
of hard work but it’s great 
to see the market back on its 
feet. It’s going to be like old 
times, with lots on offer for 


customers. So come along, 
have a root around and grab 
yourself a bargain.” 

Harry was the last 
remaining trader on 
Kingsland Market and 
has worked with the local 
businesses and the Council 
to re launch the market. 

He runs his stall with his 
daughter and grandson, 
offering wares from house 
clearances including things 
he has up-cycled and 
repaired himself, giving new 


life to objects that would 
have been thrown away. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet member for 
Markets, said: “Putting 
the relaunched Kingsland 
Market back on the map has 
been a long held ambition of 
local businesses, celebrating 
the traditional and mixing it 
with the new.” 

There will be live music 
from singer-songwriter 
Alice Mee-Bishop at the 
relaunch, as well as a free 
tote bag giveaway.

Crackdown on illegal tobacco 

THE fight against illegal tobacco will hit Hackney’s streets 
on 27 July as the London-wide illegal tobacco roadshow 
comes to the Narrow Way.

Unregistered schools update 

THE Council has called on the 
Government to strengthen 
legislation to ensure all young 
people in unregistered schools 
are safe, in response to a 
scrutiny commission report 
published in January. 

Hackney’s Children and Young 
People Scrutiny Commission 
concluded a year-long 
investigation into unregistered 
educational settings. The investigation heard that across 
the country, up to 6,000 children attend as many as 290 
unregistered educational settings. 

In Hackney, around 29 unregistered yeshivas offer religious 
teaching to approximately 1,000 to 1,500 boys within the 
Charedi Orthodox Jewish community. 

Key concerns detailed in the Commission’s report 
highlighted an apparent lack of safeguarding procedures, 
the narrow educational focus of yeshivas, and a lack of 
interaction with education and safeguarding professionals. 
The Council’s full response, which was discussed on 18 
July, addresses the Commission’s recommendations. 

Cllr Antoinette Bramble, Deputy Mayor of Hackney, said: 
“We want the Charedi community to prosper in Hackney, 
however we need to continue to have frank discussions 
about the importance of a rounded education and, most 
crucially, how we can ensure children in these settings 
are kept safe. 

“This Cabinet report sets out a clear strategy for engaging 
with unregistered educational settings however, our efforts 
continue to be hampered by the fact that current 
legislation is completely inadequate to address concerns 
about the quality of education and safeguarding in 
unregistered - and thus unregulated - settings.”

NCING drag 
eens and kings 
Sned Council 
taff and local 
community groups to 
show there truly is a 
rainbow around Hackney, 
with a spectacular show 
at this year’s Pride in 
London parade. 

Hackney was out and 
proud at the event for the 
fourth year running, with 
120 people representing 
the borough, including the 
Mayor of Hackney and an 
amazing range of borough- 
based organisations. 

The parade was held in 
central London on 7 July, 
with Hackney folk joining 
30,000 other marchers 
supporting equality for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, 


transgender, queer and 
intersex (LGBTQI+) 
communities in the UK and 
across the globe. 

More than 20 performers 
from The Glory pub, in 
Haggerston, provided 
a colourful show atop 
the Council’s Hackney 
Pride 365 float, alongside 
dancing and chanting from 
the rest of the contingent. 

This included 
representatives from 
St Joseph’s Hospice; 
Homerton hospital; 

Project Indigo youth 
group; Fringe! Film Fest; 
Rainbow Grow gardening 
club; The Outside 
Project homeless shelter; 
Hackney’s QTIPOC 
(queer, trans and inter sex 
people of colour) group, 


and arts organisations 
Hackney Showroom, 
Culture Device and 
Drag Syndrome. 

The Hackney parade 
entry received a fantastic 
reception from the one 
million spectators. 

John Sizzle, co-owner of 
The Glory, said: “It was so 
fantastic to see the joy on 
the crowd’s faces as they 


joined in with big sing-a- 
longs to Wham, Whitney 
and Madonna! Despite 
counter-productive (anti- 
trans) protests holding 
back the start of the parade, 
The Glory along with their 
Council pals refused to let 
anything except love rain 
on their parade.” 

Philip Glanville, Mayor 
of Hackney, added: 


“Bringing Hackney 
to Pride with one of 
the most inclusive and 
diverse contingents, we 
amplified the message that 
our borough marches in 
solidarity, passionately 
challenging all forms 
of hate such as transphobia 
and homophobia, 
while celebrating and 
standing with the 
LGBT QI+ community. ” 
The theme of this year’s 
parade was looking at 
what Pride means to the 
people of London, and 
the borough’s contingent 
paid tribute to the diversity 
of Hackney’s LGBTQI+ 
community, with 
representatives from a very 
wide range of organisations 
and backgrounds.

Pub landlord, festival 
promoter and entrepreneur 
Rob Star knows how to 
have a good time (at the 
time of going to press he’d 
recently come back from 
Russia to see England play 
in the World Cup) but he 
is certainly not shy of hard 
work either. 

Rob says: “Today, I have 
five pubs [all with ‘star’ in 
their name], a street food 
market, festivals...

Rob got into the 
industry accidentally: his 
parents always threw house 
parties, and he remembered 
loving staying up late, 
dancing to music. 

He recalls: “When I was 
16,1 started putting on 
parties for my mates. I’d 
hire out hotels or clubs and 
tell them it was for sixth 
formers, not us kids.” 

Rob moved to London 
to study psychology at 
Goldsmiths College, but, 
he says: “I already knew 
I was never going to be a 
psychologist. Someone 
told me that the first year 
was mostly going over 
the stuff I’d learnt for 
A-level, so I’d have lots of 
time for parties. 

“I found myself constantly 
travelling to East London to 
put on parties because it had 


a really creative atmosphere. 
There were record and 
fashion labels popping 
up, things happening. So 
I moved in 2002 and I’ve 
stayed ever since. 

“I live by the canal in 
Hackney Wick. From my 
balcony I can see about 
28 cranes. The area is still 
evolving, I just hope that the 
businesses that made 
it what it is are able to stay 


on warehouse parties in 
Hackney for a while - most 
notably the ‘mulletover’ 
raves - when he decided to 
buy a nightclub. 

He says: “I found one, 
the sale fell through and 
a partner pulled out. So 
suddenly I found I didn’t 
have enough money. 

Instead, I bought a pub. 

“I had a big contacts book 
by then, so I knew I could 
get people to come. But it 
was a huge learning curve. 


I’d never even pulled a 
pint before. I had to get 
the guy who delivered the 
beer to show me how to 
change a barrel. 

“At first, I was managing 
it, doing the accounts, 
the building work, the 
marketing... And living 
above it too. Pretty soon, I 
realised I wasn’t very good 
at doing all of those things. 

“It’s all about having 
amazing people around you, 
is what I learnt. Now, I’ve 
got a team doing the pubs, 
a team doing the festivals... 

I just oversee them, making 
sure everyone’s happy and 
pop in for drinks in all these 
nice venues. It’s the only 
way I could possibly run a 
business like this.” 

Now the pubs - including 
The Star by Hackney 
Downs - are doing well, 

Rob is trying to focus 
on doing things for the 
communities they are in. 

He says: “Five or six 
years ago, we started 


running a free Christmas 
dinner for the elderly in 
Bethnal Green - a nice 
lunch, some entertainment, 
a few drinks... We do it 
in Hackney now too, and 
encourage all our managers 
to do that sort of thing.” 

And what about Rob’s 
plans for the future? Does 
he ever tire of partying? Rob 
laughs: “The strange thing 
is, the more you get involved 
in parties professionally, 
the less you seem to actually 
go out. 

“I look at the audiences 
now, and they’re all about 
half my age. But it’s cool, 

I still really love what I do. 
I’d like to have another five 
pubs eventually! So yeah, 
no urge to slow down... 

Not yet.”

It offers confidential 
expert advice and guidance 
support and referrals to 
local services if needed. 

The crisis service is 
available 24 hours a day, at 
weekends, bank holidays 
and outside office hours. 

The walk-in Crisis Cafe

at The Raybould Centre, 
E9, offers a supportive and 


therapeutic place for anyone 
struggling with life. It is 
open 6-9pm weekdays and 
12noon-4pm weekends. 

The Service User

experience emotional and 
psychological distress, 
frequent mood changes, 
self-harm and/ or have 
thoughts of suicide. 


It also helps people who 
support others with mental 
health issues. 

The East London NHS

teamed up to provide the 
Mental Health Street Triage 
Service. An occupational 
therapist and social 
worker accompany police 
officers to incidents where 
there is an immediate 


threat to life - someone 
threatening to self-harm, or 
commit suicide - or where 
somebody has contacted 
the emergency services and 
expressed concern for an 
individual. There is also an 
Intervention Hub in The 
City of London providing 
support to people who 
are homeless including 
mental health, drug and 
alcohol assessments.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2018. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2018. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
